“When I vimieu che accused 
men in jail this morning I found 
that Captain Hains showeg evi- 
dences of decided mental impair- 
ment. His memory !s not clear, 
and he can think only of the de- 
structionmef his home. Last May, 
while Captain Hains was on his 
way to Manila his brother, 
Thornton, padkites to receive 
anonymous letters regarding An- 
nis and Mrs. Hains. 

“I believe that both brothers 
were in a state of meatal dis- 
turbante when the stooting oc- 
curred.”

New York, August !9.—After being 
out twenty-two minutes, a coroner’s 
jury tonight brought in a verdict that 
William E. Annis, who was killed last 
Saturday at Bayside, Long Isiand, 
came to his death as the-result of 
pistol shot wounds tInflicted by Captain 
Peter C. Hains, Jr., United States 
armq, aided and abetteq by Thornton 
Jenkins Hains, his brother. 

Great Crowd at Inquest. 


There was a greater crowgd than tne 
little courtroom in the town hall at 
Flushing, Long Island. could hola wnen 
the inquest began, aud hundreds of 
men and women awaited the 
outside, although both the defense and 
the prosecution diq not consider the 
inquest of much importance, since Cap- 
t2zin Hains admits the shooting and 
there were many witnesses to it. it 
was believed the jury wou!d render its 
verdict without leaving the rvom, but 
when the jurors remained out for more 
than twenty ‘minutes’ the _-Spectators, 
many of whom were members of the 
Bayside Yacht Club, became restless 
and there were audible demands that a 
verdict be instantly rendered. 

When the jurymen filed into the room 
and the foreman announced the. ver- 
dict there was a demonstration. Cor- 
oner Ambler had‘to rap with his gavel 
and court officers had to caution the 
Spectators, for an attempt was made 
to applaud the verdict. 

Clapped Hand Over Clilent's Mouth. 


John Powell Hains, whg has come 
here from Chicago to stand by his 
brothers, and who was sitting beside 
Captain Hains, gripped his brother by 
the arm and whispered words of en- 
couragement, assuring him that the in- 
quest would have little bearing on his 
case, 

In the aisles a crowd gathered around 
Thornton Jenkins Hains and began to 
question him as to the tragedy in 
which he played such an important 
part. He was asked if he felt justified 
in holding a crowd at bay with a re- 
volver whiie his brother shot down 
Annis, Before Hains cbduld reply John 
F. McIntyre, chief counsel for the 
brothers, rushed to his side ang shout- 
ed: 

“No ,no; don’t answer that question,”’ 

In his efforts to prevent Hains from 
answering, the lawyer clapped _ his 
hands over his client's mouth and was 
probably just in time to prevent the 
prisoner from committing himse?lf. 

Only Two Witnesses, 


witnesses called. 
Charles H. Robert, of 
testified that he was 
club house float when 
he heard the report of a pistol shot, 
and saw “Captain Hains in a kneeling 
position, clinging to the drooping body 
of Annis as he emptied the contents of his 
revolver intoit, and Coroner's Physician 
Ww. G. Frey, who testified that Annis 
came to his death from the bullet 
wounds. Dr. Frey said there were nine 
initial wounds and twelve secondary 
wounds, which would indicate that the 
captain fired nine times. 

In cross-examining Mr. Robert, Law- 
yer McIntyre asked him if Captain, 
Hains had finished shooting when he 
tried to go to his aid and was stopped 
By Thotnton Hains, who held a re- 
volver in his face. The witness said 
that the shooting hag not ceased and 
that he would have had time to in- 
terfere had not Thornton Hains pre- 
vented him. 

Mr. McIntyre asked tim if he had 
noted the expression in Thornton Hains’ 
eyes at the moment, but before the ques- 
tion could be answered, District Attor- 
ney Darren objected, and was sustained. 
Prior to his giving testimony Mr. Rob- 
ert was askef to identify the prisoners. 
When ‘he pointed out Captain Hains as 
the slayer, the captain put ‘this hands 
over his face and seemed to be greatly 
excited. This caused comment in the 
court for he has ‘heretofore remained 
wholly unperturbed, apparently.

Booker T. Washington, made at 
Baltimore today, in which the negro 
educator comments at length upon ree 
cent lynchings, In his statement 
Washington says: 

“Within the past sixty days, twenty- 
five negroes have been lynched in dif- 
ferent parts of the Uniteg States. Of 
this number only four of .the twenty- 
five were even charged with criminal 
assault on women. How long can our 
Christian civilization stand this? Iam 
making no splel for the negro, inno- 
cent or guilty, but I am calling atten- 
tion to the danger that threatens our 
civilization. 

Negro Criminals Denounced, 


“For the negro criminal, and es- 
pecially for the negro loafer, gambler 
and drunkard, I have nothing but the 
severest condemnation, and no legal 
punishment is too severe for the brute 
that assaults a woman, 

“No doubt the people who engage in 
lynchings and e&Xcute“them believe that 
they will have the effect of striking 
terror to thé guilty. But who shall 
say whether the persons lIvynched are 
guilty? ‘That is what courts are for. 
Those who have examined into the 
facts know only too well that tin the 
wilg justice of the mob it is frequently 
the innocent we are executed. 

Two Remedies. 


“Mob justice undermines

rests, viz.: respect for the law and 
confidence of its security. There are, 
in my opinion, two remedies—first of 
all let us unite in a determined ef- 
fort everywhere to see that the law is 
enforced, that all people at all places 
see that the man charged with crime 
is given a fair trial.

Springfield, Ill, August !9.Fear and 
terror prevailed in-the homes of Spring- 
field negroes tonight: -The departure of 
two regiments of infantry today and the 
announcement that two more orgdniza- 
tions iwill be sent home caused conster- 
nation among the colored residents. 

“The mob will be here sure if those 
soldiers @€o away,” they said. and dele- 


@ations were hastily organized and ‘ent! 
to the state, county and city officials to! 
protest against a relaxation of the mili-! 
tary regime. | 
The efforts of the authorities to quiet 
this feeling were only partially suc- 
cessful, and in many a humble home 
there was no sleep before dawn. Ef- 
fort, fall or challenge of a sentry sent 
quivers of alarm among the watchers. 
Negroes Flee to Arsenal. 


Scores of the terror stricken blacks 
sought refuge in the arsenal. Early in 
the evening almost twice as many ap- 
plications for shelter had been received | 
there as on previous nights, and about 
three hundred negroes curled up in the 
cornerg of the balcony, sleeping on the 
floor or in chairs. 

The exodus of negroes, which had be- 
Sun to abate, was renewed. Trains and 
trolley cars were’ used by those fortu- 
nate enough to possess a little money, 
but many of the unfortunates took to 
the road, tramping across the country in 
@ drizzling rain until exhaustion forced 
them to seek rest’ in corn fields in 
wood lots. The children and old peo- 
ple who were driven to the open, suf- 
fered heavily, and it is feared Uthat 
many of them will succumb to the hard- 
ships.

Of course, it well known that Mr. 
Roosevelt nas declarci that he not only 
would not approve the Foraker bill, but 
would ignore it if congress passed it 
over his veto Now. what is the Fora- 
ker bill which Mr. Bryan says he will 
approve? It is a measure which, if pass- 
ed. would enable those black brutes who 
shot up ‘Brownsville, and, who swore 
that they didn't do it, to take one more 
oath to the same effect and then re- 
enlist. They have been found guilty by 
the courtmartial, by the war department, 
by the president and ‘by the senate. In 
each one of these trials thev were con- 
victed upon sworn testimony, they were 
convicted in spite of the fact that the 
criminals, as well as the innoceni negro 
soldiers, swore to their innocence. The 
«um and gsubstance of the Foraker bill 
is that if these negro murderers will 
simply perjure themselves one more time 
they can again don the uniform, get back 
tneir guns and ammunition, and besready 
again to indulge their bestial appetite 
for riot. and murder. That is the meas- 
ure which Mr. Roosevelt says that 
could not approve. and which Mr. Bryan 
says he will approve, and 
are going over to Bryan in droves be- 
cause of Bryan's promise.

went into their pockets and subscribed some $4,000, which went to the inno 
cent victims of the riot and their families—chiefly to the negroes. Spring- 
field has not yet done this. 

With 500 troops called out by the governor as soon as report of the riot 
reached him, the Atlanta disturbance was suppressed and peace and order 
— restored within twenty-four hours; in Springfield over 4,000 troops remained 
on duty several days, and continued rioting followed their appearance. 

We call the attention of our northern friends to these things, not in any 
captious or ungenerous spirit, but merely that we may impress upon them 
that respect and love of law and order are not the sectional monopoly which 
they have sometimes sought to make it. 

We may suggest in the same spirit—and the facts uphold us—that At- 
si lanta and the south can give them valuable instruction in prompt and ef- 
fective methods of restraining mobs and. suppressing racial disturbances. 

The lesson is one, it seems, that would well be worth the study.

The business 
of the Virginia Farmers’ Exchange is 
to find out, day by day, the condition 
of the market in the various cities and 
then consign the products to the cities 
that need them most,

ginia fruit-growerg who ship to Balti- 
more enjoy an advantage. The packing 
industries here enable this city to con- 
sume more peaches than any other in 
the land... inen Baltimore is the dis- 
tributing market for a vast amount of 
fruit and vegetables. So many large 
cities are eashy and quickly accessible 
to this city that as soon as any article 
of food comes here in greater quantity 
than the local demand calls for, the 
supply is quickly distributed among a 
dozen cities: Baitimore is the principal 
and best fruit market in the United 
States, not only for domestic, but for 
foreign fruit. 

With- regard to the shipment of 
peaches. our Georgia contemporary 
méntions an appliance which has been 
used for cooling peaches in refrigerator 
cars at Cartersville. When peaches are 
gathered on a hot day they are very 
warm when put jnto the refrigerator 
cars and before they can become cool 
from the ice they undergo 4 Sweat and 
fermentation sets in.
